THE ARMS OF TAE CBINESE 
TROOFS, : 
MODERN WEAPONS CONDEMNED. 


There has been, apparently, some agita- 
tion on at Peking for a return to the nse of 
miuzzle-loading rifles and long jiogals for 
arming the Chinese armies, owing to the in- 
foricr gunpowder with which breeoh-loading 
rifle cartridges have beea charged, aud our 
snatlye cortespondent at the capital sends the 
following reasous gathered from the adyo- 
cates of the old régime. ete 

*Tho bace studi, uotit even for fire crac- 
kers, designed as an apulogy for gunpowder, 
atored up in the arsenal before the war by 
auprinoipled ordnance officials and unblush- 
ingly supplied by them to the Chisese 
arinies in Mancharia and.elsewhere since 
the war- began, has undoubtedly been one 
of the ‘chief-cauces which bas made our 
soldiery ‘appear ridiculous in the eyes of 
the world, Furthermore, it hao so far dis- 
gueted our Generals and their soldiers, who 
decline t. bo olaughtered at will by the 
greatly suporior ammunition of'the Japan- 
ese, that there is small wonder at the former 
lo king dowo upon the Mausers, Martinis, 
Wincheaters, etc., with which they have 
been armed faud which they have been 
tonght to consider ioviocible, “The powder 
in. the cartridges has been -found either 
not to carry far enough in nina cases out. 
of ten or not evea to explode! This sad 
atate of affaira has been the principal cause 
of the hitherto astonishing pavics of the 
Chinese soldiery whenever they wore cou- 
fronted by the Japanese, The latter pour 
in their fire as rapidly as their arms permit, 
without any hitch; but whens the Chincae 
attempt to reply with ‘their breech-loaders 
they can scarcely count upon two cartridges 
out of ten going off when fired. With jin.’

for himself whather the powdér he uses in of 
good colour, clean or- not, which cannot be 
done in the case of cartridges for breesh- 
fondera.
